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NOTICE TO BRITISH TRADERS WITH TURKEY. 


At p. 428 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 30th November, 
1911, will be found a notice of the conviction at Smyrna of members 
of the “ Black Band,” and naming three of them, viz., Ant Tara fils, 
Kevork Vemian, and Assadur Garabetian, who were condemned 
to two years’ imprisonment, the sentence on the others being one 
year. In referring to this in his report on the trade of Constantinople 
and district in 1910-11, which will shortly be issued, H.M. Consul 
at that port (Mr. A. T. Waugh) writes :— 

“ Buyers of Turkish produce have been repeatedly warned against an 
ingenious gang operating from Smyrna and Constantinople. They 
offer to supply local produce such as wool, eggs, horsehair, nuts, &c. 
as per sample, at temptingly low prices, and obtain payment against 
pill of lading. The goods turn out on arrival to be worthless. The 
trick is simple, but it succeeds surprisingly often, and the victims 
then write to ask for redress. 

“The fraud could in most cases be defeated if enquiry as to the 
standing of the individual were made at the Consulate.” 





PROPOSED COMPANIES ORDINANCE, 1912, OF SOUTHERN 
NIGERIA, 


An extraordinary issue of the “Southern Nigeria Gazette,” dated 
6th February, contains the text. of a Government Bill for the incor- 
poration, regulation and winding up of Trading Companies and other 
Associations in Southern Nigeria. It is stated in the “ Gazette” 
that the objects of the Bill are to provide for the formation of limited 
companies, and thereby to foster the principles of co-operative trading 
and effort in the Colony and Protectorate.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


South Africa—H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Mr. R. 
Sothern Holland) writes emphasising the necessity for local represen- 
tation on the part of British firms doing business in articles that are 
in constant demand. Mr. Holland instances the case of a recent call 
for tenders by the South African Railways Administration for the 
supply of 11 miles of tramway track, with points and crossings, and 
of side-tip trucks, in which the time allowed for the submission of 


tenders precluded any but firms locally represented from tendering. 
(4,677.) 
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Turkey, Smyrna.—H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna (Mr. C. E. Heath. 
cote Smith) reports that though towards the close of last year credit 
generally was severely shaken, by careful management equilibrium 
has been gradually re-established, and at the date of the report (21st 
February), though certain of the predetermining conditions of the 
crisis still hold good, the market was already launching out tentatively 
somewhat on the former lines. 

At the outbreak of the Italo-Turkish war no banks would advance 
money even on merchandise, with the solitary exception of the 
Imperial Ottoman Bank, which continued throughout to accept goods 
for moderate sums, This cautious policy is at last being abandoned, 
and merchants can draw a certain percentage on deposited merchan- 
dise. Some banks are even starting to a small extent to discount bills 
for well-known customers. The minimum rate of interest is, how- 
ever, still from 7 per cent. up to the legal maximum of 9 per cent., 
whereas in ordinary times, under very favourable conditions, local 
banks lend at 6 per cent. and even 54 per cent. 

The import of coal, petroleum, &c., which is once again regular, 
has had a somewhat tranquillising influence on commerce generally. 
The bulk of the annual exports from Smyrna had already left by the 
end of September, 1911, and exports have since followed a normal 
course, but the import trade has given rise to great anxiety. Since 
the crisis every merchant has taken the strictest precautions by 
bringing in only such goods as were indispensably necessary, and 
several orders have been actually cancelled on buyers at Smyrna 
notifying the agents that they would be unable to take up their goods 
on arrival. There is now a slight slackening of this tendency, and 
the last few weeks are said to have indicated relative increase in the 
orders given, even if not in the actual goods which have so far reached 
the port. (5,054.)

Greece.—According to a recent French Consular report on Greece, in 
addition to the usual practice of advertising, despatching catalogues, 
and samples, and so forth for the furtherance of trade, some enterpris- 
ing firms have installed experimental models of machinery and the 
like in suitable centres, and have also established central depéts for 
the distribution of material.

Persia, Isfahan and Yezd.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul-General at Isfahan (Mr. T. G. Grahame) on 
the trade of that district in 1910-11, which will shortly be issued :— 

The import trade of the district is fully exploited by British firms 
or merchants with offices in Isfahan. It is only in minor imports 
that there may perhaps be some small field for independent importers. 
Enamelled tronware, paper, and medicines appear to offer some open- 
ings for British enterprise. 

Would-be importers should bear in mind that in this as in other 
parts of Persia a British catalogue, even if it has the advantage of 

being very fully illustrated, is seldom likely to lead up to business 
with Persian clients, and that a personal representative to push their 
goods on the spot is a sine gud non. 
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British firms who not infrequently transmit to the British Consulate- 
General at Isfahan catalogues of electrical apparatus, of elaborate 
machinery for boring and crushing, of marine and commercial 
motors, &c. would do well to realise that in the present backward 
condition of the country, and with the inadequate means of transport 
available, there can be little room for such products of an advanced 
civilisation. | 

It should, however, be mentioned in this connection that in 1910 
an Isfahan notable imported from Russia and set up in Isfahan a 
124 h.p. oil engine of British make, which, besides the gate money 
charged by the enterprising owner for admission to view, brings in 
a very substantial profit by providing power for grinding corn. 
More recently another wealthy Persian is reported to have ordered a 
motor cotton gin. 

The principal imports into the Isfahan district in the order of their 
importance are cotton piece-goods, sugar (loaf and soft), metals 
(copper, iron, and yellow metal), indigo (natural and synthetic), tea, 
silks, velvet textiles, kerosene oil, and woollen cloth. Of minor 
imports the principal are yarns, matches, candles, glassware, china- 
ware, window glass and spices. Piece-goods form by far the most 
important article of import from the United Kingdom, and together 
with yarns, metals, silks, velvet textiles and woollen goods constitute 
practically the whole imports therefrom. 

The British Vice-Consul at Yezd reports that numbers of circulars, 
all in English, continue to reach the Vice-Consulate for such articles 
as iron roofs, fencing, motors, motor boats, machine tools, and other 
goods, for which there is at present absolutely no demand. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
: FEBRUARY, 1912.* 


I.— GENERAL. 

The trade returns for February, 1912, when compared with those 
for February, 1911, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports both of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in February was £59,719,722, an increase 
of £3,648,463, or 6°5 per cent., as compared with ebruary, 1911 ; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £48,214,948, an increase of 
£2,567,672. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of £1,837,209, or 5:2 per cent, as compared 
with February, 1911; whilst there is an increase of £730,463, or 7°3 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS. 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for February, 
1912, as compared with the corresponding month of 1911 and 1910,

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WOOLLEN INDUSTRY OF INDIA. 


A memorandum has been received from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence at Calcutta dealing with the woollen industry 
of India in 1910. Of the five woollen mills of India, two—one at 
Cawnpore in the United Provinces and the other at Dhariwal in the 
Punjab—have between them a paid-up capital of 32 lakhs of rupees 
{about £213,000), and produce 82 per cent. of the total outturn of 
the Indian mills. These two mills weave cloth for the use of the 
army and police, and articles of superior quality generally, using for 
the high-class goods Australian wool, either pure or mixed with 
Indian wool. 

The year 1905 was a record one both as regards the quantity and 
value of the woollen goods produced. In 1906 and 1907, owing to 
the high price of wool, there was a considerable shrinkage in pro- 
duction ; a distinct recovery was revealed by the statistics for 1908 
and 1909, and in 1910 the output was only 0°6 per cent. less than 
in 1905, and the va'ae was greater than in that year. 

The quantity of woollen goods imported into India is very much 
greater than the production of the Indian mills. Piece-goods and 
shawls from the United Kingdom and Germany make up the bulk of 
the imports. The value of the woollen goods imported in 1910 was 
Rs. 2,92,96,365, and of the production of Indian mills Rs. 47,20,304. 

There are in various places in India factories for the weaving of 
carpets and rugs, and of puttw and pdshmina, but though these 
industries are in the aggregate extensive, they are individually 
small, the weaving being done on hand-looms. 

The exports of woollen goods from India consist almost entirely 
of carpets and rugs, of which about three-fourths go to the United 
Kingdom, and the greater part of the remainder to the United States. 
The values of Indian carpets and rugs exported during the years 
1908, 1909, and 1910 were Rs. 23,13,195, Rs. 20,67,690, and 
Rs. 24,54,945, respectively. 7

100 kilogrammes.* As, however, the duties are payable in paper 
currency at the fixed rate of exchange of 1°45 drachma paper to 
1 drachma metallic, the new duty will in fact be levied at the rate of 
45 drachmae paper per 100 kilogrammes. 

The Customs duty on honey remains unchanged. 

Excise duty amounting to 60 per cent. of the Customs duty is 
imposed on beet sugar produced in the country. Sugar manufactured

from grapes or currants is to pay an Excise tax equal to the import 
duty. 

Sugar, whether imported or of home manufacture, must be packed 
as follows: 

(1) Lump sugar in small white cubes: in rectangular wooden 
boxes of 50, 25, or 10 kilogrammes (net) of sugar ; 

(2) Sugar in small or large independent crystals (candy sugar), 
white: in wooden boxes of 50, 25, or 10 kilogrammes, or in bags 
of 100, 50, or 25 kilogs. ; 

3) Sugar in crystallised dust, light brown in colour: as under 
clause (2) above. 

The margin of excess allowed over the net weight of sugar in each 
box or bag is fixed at 2 per cent., subject to severe penalties for any 
excess beyond this amount. The importer or the local manufacturer 
must, however, pay Customs or Excise duty and all other dues on the 
total net weight of sugar contained in each package. 

The Decree provides that the wooden boxes in which the sugar is 
put on the market must be bound at the two opposite sides with iron 
bands without any break, and in such a manner as to make the break- 
ing away of part or the whole of any side impossible without detaching 
the iron band. Bags containing sugar must be sewn on the inside, 
and the mouth must be sewn cross-wise for its whole length with a 
single thread without knots, the end of which must terminate at the 
point where the sewing begins in such a manner as to render possible 
the affixture at the ends of the thread of a leaden seal, and to render 
impossible the opening and re-employment of the bag without break- 
ing the seal. 

It is exceptionally permitted that sugar be imported from 
Ist/14th March to 15th/28th May, 1912, in lumps of irregular shape 
in bags containing 100 kilogrammes net of sugar. 

The Decree also lays down the conditions under which sugar for 
use in the manufacture of loukowm for export may be imported free 
of duty. 

atl holding stocks of sugar on the 4th March, and exporting 
the same, may import 250 kilogrammes (550 lbs.) for every 100 okes 
{280 lbs.) so exported, free of Customs duty, and on payment of only 
half the usual “ octroi” duty.

4d. per ton) for merchan- 
dise discharged or loaded. Brazilian goods and coal are exempted 
from this tax. 

Article 24 provides that light dues and dock dues shall be paid in 
gold at the rate of exchange of 2s. 3d. per milreis. 

The same article provides that foreign shipowners carrying on 
shipping services between Brazilian and foreign ports also served by 
Brazilian lines, which may accord rebates on the condition of exclusive 
shipments by their steamers, and which do not except steamers owned 
by Brazilian enterprises from this condition, shall be liable to pay all 
imposts and fees due in Brazilian ports at twice the ordinary rates, 
and shall not be entitled to packet boat privileges or any other favours 
accorded by the Brazilian Government.

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FRANCE (IVORY COAST). 


Quoting from an official report recently issued on rubber cultivation 
in the Ivory Coast, the ‘“Quinzaine Coloniale ” 
abver (Paris) of 25th February states that the produc- 
Cultivation. . yer . . 
tion of wild rubber in that colony is, generally 
speaking, carried on satisfactorily, except for a certain amount 
of fraud and adulteration. Large tracts of fwntwmia rubber trees, 
which have as yet scarcely been touched, still exist in the western 
half of the colony. In the east the forests have been more depleted, 
but the deficiency thereby caused can be made up by replanting 
trees. In ordinary circumstances, therefore, the cultivation of 
wild rubber would augur well for the future of the colony, if it 
were not for the great strides which are being made in the cultiva- 
tion of plantation rubber, which may have a detrimental effect on 
the wild rubber industry. Experience tends to show that a large 
part of the Ivory Coast is suitable for the extensive cultivation of 
rubber trees. The hevea and funtumia are easy to grow and give 
good results. ‘The great difficulty which is usually encountered in 
procuring labour in this part of Africa is also disappearing with the 
opening up of new routes to the Sudan.

transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 


Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 


It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909. the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered | 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. | 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
